All submitted artwork should be 842 
by 11 inches in size and should be 
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an art project. Deaf and hearing teachers will work together in the new mainstreaming program. 


Child Development Center gets mainstreaming grant 


Finding convenient, affordable, high- 
quality day care in America is a difficult 
task for all parents, but for parents of 
deaf children, the task is even harder. 

Gallaudet University’s Child Develop- 
ment Center (CDC) is now undertaking 
the job of trying to help day care sys- 
tems do a better job of accommodating 
deaf children through a three-year 
project funded by a $300,000 grant 
scheduled to be approved by the U.S. 
Department of Education this week. 

The project will focus on successfully 
bringing deaf and hearing children 
together in preschool programs, and the 
CDC is on its way to becoming a 
model program that will demonstrate to 
day care providers nationwide how it 
can be done. 

Beginning in September, five deaf 
children who are also enrolled in Ken- 
dall Demonstration Elementary School’s 
Preschool Program three days a week 
will begin attending the Child Develop- 
ment Center two days a week. Five 
other deaf children also will attend the 
CDC part time or as part of an after 
school program. And the CDC kinder- 
garten group will participate in a 
“reverse mainstreaming” project with the 
KDES older playgroup. 

“With deaf and hearing children and 
deaf and hearing teachers or teacher 
aides in each classroom, there is certain 
to be an exciting communication 
challenge for everyone,” said Gail Solit, 
coordinator of the CDC. “Our teachers 
are already devoting more than usual 
attention to learning more about deaf- 
ness, mainstreaming, and sign language 
with the upcoming program in mind.” 

As experts in working with deaf chil- 
dren, the staff of the KDES Preschool 
Program will provide training and serve 
as a resource for the center’s staff, said 
Solit. 


The CDC now has two full-time deaf 
assistant teachers, and the grant is al- 
lowing the center to hire three more 
full-time deaf teacher aides. All staff 
receive training to become proficient in 
sign language, and hearing children in 
the program are learning sign language 
if they don’t already know it. 


Three groups of CDC children, ages 
3 to 5, will be involved in the project. 
Solit said that the presence of deaf 
staff and at least two deaf children in 
each group should help keep the deaf 
children from feeling overwhelmed by 
their different surroundings. “These kids 
have the unusual advantage of prior ex- 
posure to deaf role models at the 
KDES program, and many come from 
deaf families,” she explained. “What

New Speaker’s Bureau formed here 


The heightened interest in deafness- 
related issues by off-campus groups has 
led to the formation of a Speaker’s 
Bureau —a registry of Gallaudet profes- 
sionals willing to accept speaking en- 
gagements. 

“We have a wealth of experts who 
are knowledgeable in their fields,” said 
Kellie Boyet marketing/public relations 
associate in Gallaudet’s Office of Public 
Relations, who compiled the list of 
more than 100 names. “We want to get 
the message out to the public that peo- 
ple at Gallaudet are willing to go out 
and present talks.” 

Now, when a group contacts the 
University with an inquiry about having 
a Gallaudet representative address a 
convention or conduct a seminar, for 
example, Boyet said she refers to the 
Speaker’s Bureau to match the group’s 
topic of interest with a professional’s 
field of expertise. She also handles the 


logistics and planning with the organiza- 


tion, which limits the speaker’s respon- 
siblity to the talk itself. 

Other offices on campus, including 
the National Academy, Pre-College 
Outreach, the Career Center, and Ex- 
periential Programs Off Campus 
(EPOC), also have systems to respond 
to requests for speakers. Boyet said 
that the Speaker’s Bureau is meant to 
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work in conjunction with these systems, 
not to replace them. : 
The Gallaudet Speaker’s Bureau is a

Gallaudet students visit Germany 


A group of Gallaudet students visiting 
Germany from May 30-June 23 spent 
time in East and West Berlin learning 
firsthand about the deep-seated cultural 
and political issues that created the 
“two Germanies.” They also visited 
Bonn, Munster, and Luxembourg. 

The visits were made possible 
through the German Exchange Pro- 
gram, which has operated between Gal- 
laudet and schools for deaf students in 
Germany for the past 12 years. 

“Our exchange program is a true and 
direct international educational and cul- 
tural exchange between American and 
German deaf individuals and those 
hearing professionals, staff, and parents 
who work closely in various aspects of 
deafness,” said Dr. Janice Mitchell, 
director of the program and professor 
of German in Gallaudet’s Department of 
Foreign Languages. 

“Not only do the participants live in 
German homes and dorms at schools 
for deaf students, but they visit various 
organizational groups for deaf people 
and exchange ideas with political 
representatives,” Mitchell said. 

The most recent visits may also have 
an impact on educational theories and 
communication practices, particularly in 
West Berlin and in Luxembourg, where 
German is only one of three languages 
spoken. Mitchell said that past visits

Although it may be difficult for the 
average day care center to live up to 
such an example, Gallaudet can help. 
“There are plenty of agencies and peo- 
ple who understand deafness all around 
the country, including the best resource 
of all: deaf adults,” Solit said. “The 
problem is that today, when an applica- 
tion for a deaf child is submitted, most 
day care providers don’t even know 
where to turn for advice.” 

The CDC hopes to establish itself as 
a resource that can help day care 
centers throughout the nation, accord- 
ing to Solit. Ultimately, the project will 
result in a set of handbooks and video- 
tapes that can point administrators and 
teachers in the right direction. 

“What excites me most about this 
project is that much of what we are at- 
tempting really could be done all 
around the country,” said Solit. “Inter- 
agency collaboration is presently seen 
as the most cost-effective way to pro- 
vide services, so the relationship we are 
establishing with KDES could serve as 
a model of how, with the right kind of 
help from the right agencies, day care 
centers could meet deaf children’s 
needs. My hope is that the language 
and socialization experiences of a 
whole generation of deaf children might 
consequently get a wonderful boost at a 
crucial developmental stage.” 


have influenced education of deaf peo- 
ple in the state of Westfalen, where the 
program originated. 


Many conversations between the Gal- 
laudet and German groups concerned 
communication methods. and education- 
al practices to help integrate deaf peo- 
ple into society, said Mitchell. “In West 
Germany the main emphasis is on artic- 
ulation and speech and hearing ampiifi- 
cation,” she explained. “[Now] more 
and more interest is building in aspects 
of German and American sign lan- 
guages and Cued Speech.” 


In addition to a boat trip on the 
Rhine and numerous receptions and 
seminars, the Gallaudet group was hon- 
ored with a luncheon and program 
given by the German parliament in 
Bonn, and a reception given in their 
honor by the mayor of Munster. 


Mitchell stressed that the Gallaudet 
students “don’t just sightsee; they get 
deep insights into the lifestyles of their 
hearing impaired peers in German- 
speaking lands.” She said the students 
appreciate their educational experience 
at Gallaudet when they see “the total 
disbelief in the eyes of their German 
peers when they realize that deaf stu- 
dents can look forward to attending a 
university for deaf people and receive a 
postsecondary education.” 


Gallaudet students will host their Ger- 
man friends when they come to 
Washington, D.C., next year.
